Municipality Has Legal 


Power To Condemn 


By Statutes 


The city may (legally condemn 


irivate property for the- opening, of 
Jniversity ave., according to the 
indings of Ben H.' Ball, attorney, 
of the firm of Olin, Butler, Thomas, 
Stebbms and Stroud/ Mr. Bull -was 
assigned the task of studying the 
aw touching on this intended ac- 
tion by the city, in view of the fact 
:hab considerable controversy has 
arisen, a snare of which has been 
directed against the plan. 


In his findings Mr. Bull-'Says: 
• 


"A recent news article 
in The 


Capital Times contained a sugges- 
tion-of doubt as to the right of the 
city to acquire lands deemed appro- 
priate for the extension of Univer- 
sity ave., and for other improve- 
ments connected therewith. In this 
connection I think it proper to sug- 
gest to those interested the follow- 
ing portion of the state constitution 
and a. section of our statutes^ivh.v; 
in my opinion, dispose of any ques- 
tion of the right of the city to ac 
quire such lands as are necess.Vy 
not only for the extension of "the 
avenue, but also for the acquisition 
of lands -necessary to the protection 
of the appearance1 and usefulness of 
the extension and public works pro- 
posed in connection therewith. 
"Subsection 3 of section 62.23, 


Wisconsin statutes, 192!, provides 


as follows: 'Cities may acquire by 1 
jift, Jeate, purchase or condemna- 
tion, any lands 
. 
" '(a) within ita corporate limits 
for establishing, laying out, widen- 
.ng,*wJargipg, extending and main- 
taining memorial grounds, .-streeta,- 
squares, 
parkways, • boulevards, 


parks, play pounds, sites for pub- 
,ic buildings > and 'reservations in* 
and about and alongr and leading to" 
any or all of the same: 
"'(b) after 
the estalilisbm'cnt, 


layout and completion of aucn im- 
provements, such city may convey"

pation of such real estate, so as to-

"This section of^tho statutes was 


enacted by the legislature in 1909. 
At that time there was sonie ques- 
tion raised as'to the constitutional- 
ity of such section, and at the same 
session of the legislature; tin fol- 
lowing amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the 
state was 
initiated, 


which 
amendment 
was 
finally 
adopted in November, 1912. 
" 'Public parks. Section 3a. !The 
state or any of its cities may ac- 
quire by gift, 
: purchase, 
or con- 


demnation, lands for establishing, 
laying out, widening, enlarging, ex-

Alliance Of Coal And Kailroad 


T 


O SHOW you how closely allied the rail- 
road problem is with thc coal problem, I 


point out that these 14,760 mines in 1020 or- 
dered cars sufficient to load 830,453,000 tons, 
which was 46% more than the total consump- 
tion of the country. When in October and No- 
vember, 1D22, the mines got fully under way 
following thc miners' strike, the mines of the 
country 
ordered 
cars 
for 104,515,000 tons, 


which was r.t thc rate o£ approximately one 
billion tons per annuni, or at the rate of twice 
the annual consumption of the country. Coal 
production had increased" from 1910 to 1920, 
37% and the railroads during the same period 
of time had provided additional coal carrying 
tonnage of 429'c. 


I could go on at considerable length, as stat- 


ed previously, and give you facts and figures 
concerning the transpoi-tation facilities ot the' 
country and thc condition o£ the coal industry, 
but I ask you if you have the solution of these 
two great problems that you send them along, 
because. I know congress is anxious to solve 
the pro'blcm so that thc people of the cotmtry 
may not have these continuing difficulties. It is 
an easy matter for citizens to set back and 
criticize government officials and to say that 
they ought to do something and an entirely 
different thing for them to offer constructive 
criticism and to say how these problems shall 
be solved. 1 have no sympathy with the dema- 
gogue, who says that everything that the dem- 
ocrats do ia wrong, or who says that every- 
thing the republicans d* is wrmg, or who of- 
fers nothing but criticism and fault-finding in 
place of constructive suggestions. I am charged 
with defending thc 'government in the opera- 
tion of the railroads. I m«Ve no defense or 
criticism of the way the government handled 
thc railroads, but I do say that, in spite of the 
fact that I am a republican, I cannot condone 
any statement that the taking over of .the rail- 
roads by the government during, the war was 
"supreme folly."

"The nation holding Bermuda and having 


control of. thc sea would have a tremendous 
superiority in the air and would enable it to 
bomb our Atlantic coast. In war no nation 
could afford to neglect the advantage given 
by its possession of such a position to produce 
decisive results against this country. 


: "This situation applies not only to the case 
of Bermuda, but to the Bahamas and other 
foreign island .and mainland possessions 
as 


well, owing to the fact 
that 
Great 
Britain 


navy would undoubtedly have control of thc 
sea with thc present relative sea power of the 


! two countries. Bermuda has been taken as an 


example, but similar conditions apply to, thc 
other West Indian 
islands, 
including 
those 


owned by the French and Dutch. Jamaica, for 
istance, is within easy 'bombing distance 01 
the Panama Canal; other British possessions 
on the mainland also possess this advantage. 


"In the arms conference there was a full 


realization of the vital necessity of the United 
States retaining the right to make Pearl Har- 
bor .an impregnable -base. When this is done 
it wilt render our Atlantic coast cities safe 
from a successful attack by a hostile fleet. 
From a strategic standpoint its advantages 
are in no wise superior to Bermuda. 
In fact 


the latter's proximity to the Atlantic Coast 
makes it an even more important base from 
the standpoint of the national defense, as it is 
within easy striking distance for aerial at- 
tack, whereas Hawaii is beyond the range of, 
aircraft 
operations against the Pacific Coast 


or the Panama Canal."
